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Edge Hill set to launch pioneering 
new paramedic and nurse degree 


‘Ground-breaking’ course will be first of its kind in the UK

EDGE Hill will launch a ground- 
breaking new Nurse Paramedic 
integrated Masters degree, which will 
be the first in the UK. 

The four-year MSci Nurse Paramedic 
(Adult) degree is designed to tackle the 
changing delivery of acute and primary 
care, and improve staff retention within 
the NHS. 

The role iscurrently only found in four 
other countries around the world — Aus- 
tralia, Poland, Sweden and Finland. 

Students involved in the design of the 
course championed the programme as 
“bridging the gap between disciplines to 
ensure that evidence-based patient care 
can be delivered to improve patient out- 
comes in an innovative way” and 
reported that it was a fantastic opportun- 
ity to be involved in such novel course 
development. 
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Eleanor Fenney, Nurse Education 
Programme Development Lead at 
Edge Hill 


Eleanor Fenney, Nurse Education Pro- 
gramme Development Lead at Edge Hill 
University, said: “This is an exciting time 
for the students who have signed up as 
their skills will be highly desirable in the 
workplace and they will be able to con- 
tribute directly to the development of the 
course and this ground-breaking role as 
real ambassadors for the new profes- 
sion.” 


Students will be on the frontline of 
healthcare, qualifying as both a nurse and 
a paramedic, and will be able to apply for 
registration with the regulatory bodies 
for both professions - the Nursing and 
Midwifery Council (NMC) and the Health 
and Care Professions Council (HCPC). 

Their combined clinical skills and 
autonomous decision-making will enable 

them to manage chronic and complex 

patients in the community, thereby redu- 
cing the number of 999 calls which 
result in A&E attendance. 
And as they will graduate with both 
professional skill sets they will be able to 
enjoy wider career progression and the 
ability to diversify within their job roles, 
thereby increasing the likelihood of them 
choosing to stay within the health and 
social care sector. 

Recruitment for the four-year course, 
which is due to start in September, has 
already been completed and several NHS 
Trusts have expressed an interest in 
employing students on completion.

A SOCIAL enterprise in 
Skelmersdale has responded to 
the COVID-19 pandemic by 
pivoting from its usual 
commercial market to producing 
a line of facemasks for the 
general public.

are made with certified virus- 
resistant ‘Panaz Shield Plus Tech- 
nology’ - meaning they can be 
worn and washed many times. 

The Sewing Rooms has the 
capacity to create 10,000 of 
these masks, helping to protect 
the community without using 
surgical masks that are still 
needed for NHS and care staff. 

Paula said: “In February we 
were making curtains, bedding 
and soft furnishing for hotel 
chains and residential settings, 
but all of that dried up with the 
pandemic. My staff were fur- 
loughed from March, so we 
galvanised all of our ex-students 
as volunteers and started mak- 
ing masks for the community. 

We’ve had orders from national 
charities and it’s really ramping 
up.”

MP welcomes support fund for

MP Rosie Cooper has welcomed 
a new £200million Coronavirus 
Community Support Fund - but 
has warned local groups in West 
Lancashire to apply early after 
raising concerns that the 
national funding will not stretch 
very far. 

The government pot of support is 
aimed at charity and community 
organisations in England - primar- 
ily at those which are ‘small to 
medium’. 

This will be distributed by The 
National Lottery Community Fund 
and will provide much-needed fin- 
ancial support to communities. 

The funding is part of the £750m 
support package that the Chancel- 
lor announced on April 8.

West Lancashire MP Rosie

“While I am grateful that this 
funding has been announced, we 
must be realistic that £200m will 
not go very far in supporting the 
whole country. 

“Demand will be extremely high 
so I encourage charities and com- 
munity groups in West Lancashire 
to ensure they apply early to give 
them the best chance of success.” 

The aim of the programme is to 
support organisations to continue 
to deliver vital services to people 
and communities affected by the 
coronavirus. 

Activities supporting people and 
communities affected by the pan- 
demic can be funded, as well as 
help for organisations to overcome 
any acute financial difficulties 
they’re facing because of the pan- 
demic.

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Parents renew fight to

SOS group don’t want to ‘lose control’ to 


Multi Academy Trust

PARENTS have renewed their campaign against 
plans to turn Ormskirk School into an 
academy. 

The Champion has previously reported how par- 
ents and supporters have set up a group, Save 
Ormskirk School (SOS), to campaign to halt the 
forced academisation of the school. 

They also want Ofsted to return to the school and 
give it “a fair crack of the whip” after two damning 
inspections carried out. 

They claim that the timing of the second Ofsted 
visit last year was unfair as the school had only 
just appointed a “dynamic” new headteacher, Mar- 
tin Witter, who needed time to turn things 
around. 

The school, which can be traced back to 1612 
and caters for 1,400 pupils, could be handed over 
to a Multi Academy Trust is the proposal goes 
ahead. 

A spokesman for SOS said “The appointment of 
any ‘sponsor’ would mean control of our school 
being handed over to a faceless Multi Academy 
Trust, gifting 400 years of history to a commercial 
enterprise which creams off money destined for 
pupils to pay its overheads and fat-cat salaries. 

“We call upon the The Regional Schools Commis-

sioner to halt what has clearly been a flawed 
process in order to enable a new inspection to be 
carried out. We are fully prepared to take legal 
action to defend the right of our school to remain 
self-governing for the good of all pupils.” 

The Department For Education (DfE) has previ- 
ously said an order “must” be made to force a 
school to become a sponsored academy if it has 
been judged ‘inadequate’ by Ofsted in line with 
statutory requirements for all maintained 
schools. 

Ofsted has previously said that it carried out its 
inspection of Ormskirk School within the time 
frame outlined in the Schools Inspection Hand- 
book and that the decision to make the school into 
an academy is a matter for the DfE.

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Schools advised to remain 
shut despite government 
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green light to

GUIDANCE from Lancashire County Council's 
Director of Public Health is that schools 
should NOT open to more pupils. 

Dr Sakthi Karunanithi has advised schools to 
delay reopening to Reception, Year 1 and Year 6 
pupils because, in his professional view, two of 
the government's five coronavirus tests are not 
currently being met in the county. 

Although the number of new cases has 
decreased, Lancashire and the north-west has a 
high number of cases compared to many other 
regions in the country. 

Similarly, although the weekly death count in 
Lancashire is showing a downward trend, a con- 
sistent decline is not being seen in all areas, and 
in recent weeks there has been an increase. It 
has also been widely reported that the ‘R value’ 
for the north-west is above 1. 

The guidance, which also applies to early years 
settings such as nurseries and childminders, will 
be reviewed again on June 15. 

The decision to welcome back more pupils to 
Lancashire's schools lies with head teachers, in 
consultation with their board of governors, tak- 
ing into account their individual circumstances. 

Dr Karunanithi said: “I have carefully con- 
sidered all of the information and data and, for 
now, my advice remains unchanged. Although 
there are significantly fewer numbers of cases 
currently, Iam concerned about the high level of 
infections in the county when compared with 
others parts of England. 

“The death rates are not sustainably decreas- 
ing in the county, and reports that the R value is 
above 1 in the north-west should be an early 
warning sign. It is important to stress that the R

value is only one part of the overall picture, it 
appears to be rising in most parts of Lan- 
cashire. 

“We still need better information sharing from 
national colleagues to help us unlock a success- 
ful test and track programme, although agencies 
are working well locally.” 

County Councillor Phillippa Williamson, Cab- 
inet Member for Children, Young People and 
Schools, said: “Everyone wants to see children 
back in school as soon as it is safe for this to hap- 
pen and, although we are seeing some progress, 
we must support the professional judgement of 
our public health experts. 

“Throughout this crisis our schools have been 
open to the children of key workers and vulner- 
able children and have also done a fantastic job 
in keeping in contact with parents and pupils 
and providing high quality online learning 
tools.” 

County Councillor Shaun Turner, Cabinet 
Member for Health and Wellbeing, added: “The 
vast majority of Lancashire people have been 
magnificent throughout this crisis, but we all 
have a responsibility to continue to abide by the 
social distancing rules. There can be no let-up 
because if we all play our part we can stop 
coronavirus in its tracks and ultimately save 
lives.”

Sefton Council and flower show organisers say 
the events will hopefully return next year. The 
flagship attractions bring visitors from all over 
the UK and generate millions of pounds for 
Sefton’s local economy, supporting local busi- 
nesses. 

Cllr Marion Atkinson, Sefton Council's Labour 
Cabinet Member for Regeneration and Skills, 
says, “Every autumn we welcome thousands of 
people to Southport to enjoy the air show and 
the fireworks championships - both major events 
in the town. However, it will not be possible or 
responsible, for large-scale events to take place. 

“We understand this news will disappoint a lot 
of people, but we all have to work hard to protect 
the health and the wellbeing of our communit- 
ies, and the safety of everyone involved

This will be the first time since the Second 
World War that Southport Flower Show has not 
been held and it is a huge disappointment to the 
management team who work so hard to make 
the event happen. 

Show bosses say the cancellation will cause 
severe financial implications not just for the 
show itself, but it will also profoundly affect the 
show’s partners, sponsors, suppliers and traders. 

They are asking that if you have already pur- 
chased tickets, to consider supporting the show 
by not requesting a refund or by rolling over tick- 
ets to next year’s show taking place August 19-

ght for 


building 267 homes 
at Yew Tree site 


LAND has been purchased for the building of 267 
houses in Burscough for the second stage of the 
Yew Tree Farm Development. 

Outline planning for the wider development was 
granted in 2017 with Phase 1 of 147 houses being 
undertaken by Redrow Homes. 

Anwyl Homes Lancashire submitted a reserved 
matters application to West Lancs council last 
November to undertake Phase 2 which will consist 
of 267 homes, including 94 classed as affordable. 

The developer says that it has now purchased 20 
acres of land for the development from Crompton 
Property Developments Ltd. 

John Grime, managing director of Anwyl Homes 
Lancashire, said: “Acquiring land at Yew Tree Farm 
is a major milestone for us. 

“It’s a key strategic development site for West 
Lancashire and gives Anwyl the potential for more 
than five years of production in this one location. 

“Known as Priory Gardens, our development will 
provide a boost to the local housing supply.” 

Priory Gardens will feature a wide mix of one-to 


four-bedroom properties, including apartments, 
bungalows, mews, semi-detached and detached 
houses. 

Mr Grime added: “Burscough is a thriving com- 
munity. We’ve carefully considered the housing mix 
at Priory Gardens to meet local needs and there’s a 
good choice of properties planned, including three 
and four-bedroom detached private sale homes.” 

The Yew Tree Farm development on Liverpool 
Road South will eventually compromise 580 
homes, a care home, community centre and park- 
land, along with plans for retail and industrial 
units including a soft play centre. 

The newneighbourhood also includes a potential 
school site. Anwyl will provide an electric vehicle 
charging point for every home at Priory Gardens 

Anumber of landscaped swales, ponds/wetlands 
are being created as part of the development, 
which will also include a new park and landscaped 
public open space. 

Subject to planning approval, Anwyl hopes to 
start work on site this summer.

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Jim Sharpe - a special tribute to our 
‘One Man and His Dog’ columnist

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Jim Sharpe - 1946 to 2020 


JIM Sharpe, popular Champion writer whose 
One Man and His Dog column has been a staple 
part of the Champion for many years, died, aged 
73, on May 1. 

His sad death came during lockdown and at a 
time when we were unable to print the Cham- 
pion. 

So, this week, in our first edition back since his 
passing, we pay tribute to Jim. 

Jim was a reporter for the Maghull and Aintree 
Champion for more than two decades, since the 
early days of the paper and was a familiar face 
around the streets of his hometown, Maghull, 
along with his dog Tina and his late brother 
George’s dog, Cinders. 

Away from writing, he loved nothing more than 
holidaying on the Norfolk Broads on his boat, The 
Manxman. He was also a keen bus (and later, 
trains) enthusiast. 

In 2016 Jim recovered from a near-fatal heart 


They broke the mould when they made Jim 


JIM had close connections to the 
YMCA through his trips to the 
Norfolk Broads and it was Nigel 
Hughes, chief executive of the 
YMCA Wirral, who paid tribute 
to Jim at his funeral at Thornton 
Crematorium on Wednesday, 
May 27. 

Jim was much-loved across 
Sefton and the Mayor of Sefton, 
Councillor June Burns attended 
his funeral service. 

Nigel told the crematorium 
gathering - reduced to 10 owing 
to lockdown restrictions - that 
Jim was a ‘very special and 
treasured human spirit’. 

“T first met Jim in 1985. When, 


sadly, George passed away in 
November 2013, it fell to myself 
to take a much more involved 
role with Jim making sure he 
was able to continue with his 
beloved trips to the Broads. 


bizarre locations and situations 
with broken down buses or con- 
nections at all hours of the day! 
They definitely broke the mould 
when they made Jim Sharpe — 
he was a truly lovely remarkable 


attack but even through that personal health battle 
he still managed to pen the ever-popular One Man 
and his Dog weekly column from his hospital bed. 
As a result of this incredible dedication to his work, 
in 2016, he was nominated for the ‘O2 Stand Out 
Award’ at the prestigious North West 02 Media 
Awards and was presented with the ‘Highly Com- 
mended’ accolade. 

In December 2006, this proud born-and-bred 
Maghullian was honoured for his ‘Outstanding Con- 
tribution to the Community’ of Maghull. At Maghull 
Town Council’s Annual Civic Award Evening, the 
special presentation was made to Jim for his “many 
years of unbiased and factual reporting of events 
and issues in the town.” 

The award also praised | Jim’s “own personal and 
interesting style of views” in his One Man and his 
Dog column. 

Of Jim’s passing, Champion Group Editor Mal- 
colm Hindle said: “Jim was one of life’s true

characters. His work as a journalist, particularly in 
his home town of Maghull, was greatly respected. 
But he was perhaps best known for his column ‘One 
Man and His Dog’ which appeared weekly in the 
Champion for more than 20 years. 

“The column was, more often than not, a gentle 
meander through life and his musings won him a 
legion of fans although his views would, on occa- 
sion, raise the hackles of many a Champ reader, 
mostly when Jim ventured into the thorny terrain of 
politics. 

“He was, though, most at home when talking 
about his favourite subjects — his dogs, trains, buses, 
and his beloved Manxman river cruiser which he 
kept on the Norfolk Broads - the place on earth 
where Jim was most content. 

“He will be greatly missed by so many people, not 
only as a colleague but as a true Champion stalwart 
and for being the larger-than-life character that he 
truly was.” 


“Jim loved cars and trains - he 
would often set off on unusual 
journeys, just to say he had been 
on a certain route, train or toa 
specific destination — once he set 
off on the overnight sleeper to 
Inverness and back just for the 
hell of the ride! 

“For the life of me I had to 
smile when he told me that he 
also liked to try out unusual bus 
routes and ended up in some 


gentleman. 

“Jim often talked about how 
proud he was to be part of the 
Champion and he was always 
delighted when readers contac- 
ted him about his articles. 

“In life he strove to honour, 
support, guide and perhaps most 
importantly, love his family and 
his friends. I thank God that I 
was privileged to know a man as 
special as Jim Sharpe!”

4-Series uses hybrid 
technology to expand 
the grin on your face! 


TOP MARKS to BMW this week for tackling the coronavirus 
outbreak head on - it’s just launched a car that dons a face 
mask as standard! 

As a result, the new 4-Series will be able to travel on public trans- 
port without breaking any of Boris’ guidelines. 

It'll be able to queue for half an hour outside the supermarkets 
before enjoying a socially distanced shop. 

It'll be able to meet anyone from outside of the BMW household, 
providing it stays two metres away, for an unlimited amount of 
time. 

Or it could just be that Munich’s new coupé, depending on who 
you ask, has Bugs Bunny’s teeth or a front end modelled on Bane 
from The Dark Knight Rises. 

But I reckon BMW’s been smart to launch the 4-Series now, 
because by the time it actually reaches UK showrooms in October 
we'll have grown a little more accustomed to its, erm, challenging 
new look. 


Say what you want about the cosmetics, but underneath it’s busi- 
ness as usual — so that means sharpened up bits from the latest 3- 
Series saloon, four-wheel-drive for the upper echelons of the range 
and a choice of hybrid-assisted diesels and silky smooth petrol 
units. 

Not that it’s just a two-door version of BMW’s big-seller — it’s 
lower and wider than the four-door, so it should handle better too. 

Chances are the one you'll be seeing on illicit drives to Barnard 
Castle is the entry-level 420i Sport, which for £39,870 uses a four- 
cylinder petrol unit to do its bidding, but the one you really want is 
the M440i XDrive, which has a turbocharged three-litre straight six 
beneath its bonnet, 374bhp on tap and can crack sixty in 4.5 
seconds. Not long ago that was M3 territory. 

I also like the fact it uses hybrid tech to expand the grin on your 
face as well as the range between fill-ups; sure, you can use its 48- 
volt starter-generator system to go a little bit further by scooping 
up all the energy you’d have otherwise wasted on braking, but it'll 
restr you to claim it, delivering an extra 11bhp when you 
need it. 

I know 11bhp isn’t much, but it could make all the difference on 
one of those seemingly never-ending, multi-car overtakes that a 
minority of BMW owners love indulging in. 

Personally, I reckon the new 4-Series is shaping up to be a crack- 
ing car, but the proof will be in whether it retains the scalpel-sharp 
delicacy of BMW’s older two-door offerings. 

It’s also very much a car of our times; in an era when we've all got 
used to masking up, it’s nice to see there’s now a car that reflects 
how its owners look. 

All of which means that when this horrible disease goes away, 
BMW will have to eventually give it a facelift where it drops the 
Batman villain front end. 

Oh, that’s how it meant to look?
